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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 19-38 are pending in this communication filed 1 1/02/07 entered as 
Appeal Brief. The Appeal Conference was held December 6, 2007 with the decision to 
Reopen Prosecution. 

PROSECUTION REOPENED 

2. In view of the notice of appeal filed on 1 1/02/07, PROSECUTION IS HEREBY 

REOPENED as set forth here below. 

3. An Examiner's Amendment appears here below: 

Claims 19, 21 , 24-26 and 28 have been amended. Note: A bracket [ ] also 
indicates and amendment. 

The Authorization for this amendment to the claims was given in a telephone 
interview with Applicant's Representative, Mr. James Wood, on January 17, 2008. 

AMENDMENTS TO THE CLAIMS 
Claim 19. (currently amended) A method of operating an electronic banking 
terminal, comprising the steps of: 

(a) [operating said terminal to] permitting deposit of funds into a banking account in 
response to entry of a first personal identification number (PIN number) PIN number into 
said terminal; 

(b) operating said terminal to permit deposit of funds into said banking account in 
response to entry of a second PIN number into said terminal, said first PIN number 
being different than said second PIN number; 

(c) operating said terminal to permit user withdrawal of funds up to a first dollar amount 
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limit from said banking account in response to entry of said first PIN number into said 
terminal; and 

(d) operating said terminal to permit user withdrawal of funds up to a second dollar 
amount limit from said banking account in response to entry of said second PIN number 
into said terminal, wherein said first dollar amount limit is less than said second dollar 
amount limit. 

Claim 21. (currently Amended) The method of claim 19, further comprising the steps of: 

(e) {operating said terminal to} permitting deposit of funds into said banking account in 
response to entry of a third PIN number into said terminal, said third PIN number being 
different than both said first PIN number and said second PIN number; and 

(f) [operating said terminal to] prohibiting withdrawal of funds from said banking " 
account in response to entry of said third PIN number into said terminal. 

Claim 24. (currently amended) The method of claim 23, further comprising the step of: 
(e) [operating said currency acceptor so as to] permitting cash to be accepted by said 
currency acceptor for payment of an item for purchase. 

Claim 25. (currently amended) The method of claim 24, wherein: said point-of-sale retail 
terminal further has a currency dispenser, 

said step (c) includes the step of [operating] permitting said currency dispenser to 
dispense currency up to said first dollar amount limit, and 
said step (d) includes the step of [operating] permitting said currency dispenser to 
dispense currency up to said second dollar amount limit. 

Claim 26. (currently amended) The method of claim 25, further comprising the step of: 
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(f) [operating] permitting said currency dispenser to provide change in response to cash 
being accepted by said currency acceptor for payment of said item for purchase. 
Claim 28. (currently amended) The method of claim 27, further comprising the step of: 

(g) [operating] permitting said touch screen monitor to enter an item code associated 
with said item for purchase into said terminal. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 19-38 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Even though, the prior art teaches a method, an electronic terminal, and an 
automated teller machine with a PIN, the prior art of record fails to teach a method, an 
electronic terminal and an automated teller machine using two different PINs for a single 
account or two different users with two different account limits or two different account 
withdrawal limits, the prior art of record "Banks can take steps to guard against ID fraud" 
by Anonymous does not disclose a banking account with two different PINs for a single 
account or two different users with two different account limits or two different account 
withdrawal limits. For these reasons claims 19, 29, and 38 are deemed allowable over 
the prior art of record, and claims 20-28, and 30-37 are allowed by dependency. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 
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It appears that the instant invention is beyond the skill of one of ordinary skill in 
the art. Accordingly the invention would NOT have been obvious because one of 
ordinary skill could not have been expected to achieve it, NOR would they have been 
able to predict the results, and as such, they would have had no capability of expecting 
success.
